EDUCATIONAL FM UPDATE PART 2

Last time we looked at the tremendous overturn in the present 
educational FM radio band by the FCC's new laws limiting ten-watters 
presently in operation and forbidding any more ten-watt applications. 
This month we'll look at the new time requirements: all stations 
must operate 36 hours per week and 12 hours a day, or share time, 


There has been no little confusion over this matter, due to the 
FOC!s ambiguous bureaucratese that seemed to contradict. itself. 
At the beginning of its rule making, the commission called for all 
"noncommercial educational FM stations, regardless of power, to operate 
at least 36 hours per week . . » and » » . a sharing of frequencies 
when stations are operated at least 12 hours per day." Later, tho 
report called for a minimm of 36 hrs/week, with at least 5 hrs/datly 
on six days of the week. On a close call, the FCC decided not to 
demand stations stay on the air during school vacations, and "no 
additional hours will be required to compensate for vacation periods." 
But 15 paragraphs later, the FCC required stations that wish to avold 
time-sharing arrangements to operate at least 12 hrs/day, six days of 
the week during the entire year or, if it observed vacations (three 
months maximum) it must operate enough hours during school term so 
that, if these were averaged out over the whole year, it would moet 
the time sharing test. 


A month later the FCC issued a clarification: it meant to say 
that (1) station operating less than 36 hrs/wk would be in 
trouble; (2) all stations mst operate a iminimm of 5 hrs/day, six 
days a week, but they were open to time=sharing arrangements against 
thedr will, unless they operated 12 hrs/day, six days a week, and, 
if they took vacations, they mst operate more than 12 hrs/day, six 
days a wook, in order to meot this demand on an averaged basi: 
Those time requirements took offect last January lst; this c 
January 1st, Would-be applicants may file for facilities in which the 
minima are not mot. 


These FCC rules, when first proposed, had evoked storms of 
protest. Most stations are low-budgeted, or run by volunteers. 
Economic factors of staff are urgent. Further, many universities 
require supervisory personnel and security men on duty during on-time 
operations--thus a major increase in expenditure, to which mst be 
added program rentals in many cases, energy costs, etc. Some 
colleges haye highly transient atudent bodies during the sumer; 
skilled radio people are away at work or travel. h schools have 
similar problems and many state laws require teaching personnel on 
duty for any students! activities. Further, high school students are 
capricious and even more likely to tire and not show for worl. 

Many saw the rule as a CPB power play to force those stations not 
under its control off the air through subtle economic factors. 


Given the increasingly scarce frequencies, however, many as well 
as the commission saw the need for some minimum operational require- 
ments. Some suggested reductions during vacations; or the gradual 
incrementation of hours over several years; or proportioning hours to 
city size, or the type of audience--citywide or campus» Others pro- 
posed the exemption of ten watters, others the same, except in city 
areas, or in high school cases, or to the size of the school. The 
FCC rejected thon all, citing the involved worlload in keeping tabs 
of all these factors. Instead, it opted for the early comercial FM 
ninimm of 36 hrs/wk, leaving open the possibility of raising the 
minimm as non-commercial Fi continued to grow.

Q: "Is meteor scatter DX possible on rabbit ears?" ‘ 


At Yes, but not mch. Attempting to DX meteor scatter (MS) with rabbit ears 
Will produce only limited results. You'll note more meteor bursts on an FM 
receiver than you will on lowband (chamel 2-6) TV using rabbit ears, but 
that's due to tho mich greater sensitivity of a good FM receiver. Rabbit 
ears, at best, have no real. gain--zero dB (or even less) when compared to a 
half-wave dipole, the standard against which antema gain is measured. How- 
ever, if rabbit ears are all you can use for DXing, you still have a chance 
at MS DX, eapecdally if you concentrate on it during the beat of the major 
meteor showers, such as the Perseids in late July through mid August, and the 
Geminids in mid December. In general, the more antenna gein you have, the 
better your MS results will be; however, there are usually some very atrong 
bursts during the best part of the showers (shower peaks) which can be seén 
very briefly on lowband TV with rabbit ears. 


Q: "Is it possible to see meteor scatter on the UHF TV channels with good 
aquipment?" 


A: Consider this: in December of 1976, veteran IV DXer Bob Cooper, Jr. saw 
Wheat was unmistakably a two second meteor burst on channel 16, CCT only (the 
report appears in the February 1977 VUD, page 28), after about 27 years of 
‘OV DXing, and many yeara of looking for exotic forms of DX, such as some kind 
of sign of MS on UHF, So while UHF MS may be possible on TV using an excel= 
lent DX setup including a parabolic dish antenna and low-noise, high gain 
preamps, it is an extreme rarity. It should be noted that it is still possi- 
ble to note burst~type reception from the lightning scatter (LS) mode of DX 
propagation, and LS bursts have been confused with MS by some DXers on the 
UHF TV channels. 


Q: “what about lightning scatter? Do I need a super DX set-up to see or 
hear it, and does it affect FM as well as TV?" 


Ar Lightning scatter (LS) bursts are caused by electrical storm activity, 
and are somewhat similar in appearance to moteor scatter bursts. The effects 
of LS seem to be strongest on UHF, and it doesn't take anything more than a 
good high-gain UHF TV antenna, such as a parabolic dish to note it on TV. Of 
course, using a good UEF preamp increases your LS results. However, IS tends 
to be somewhat rare for many TV DXers, as imowing exactly where and when to 
look for it is critical. Contrary to popular belief, you don't always havo 
to have heavy local thunderstorm activity in your immediate vicinity to note 
Ls bursts. All it takes is an olectrical storm situated between your loca- 
tion and the Dx station to produce LS bursts, Ideally, the DX station will 
be located between 200 to 300 miles from you, with the heavy clectrical storm 
somewhere near the midpoint. However, LS bursts can be noted from stations 
as close as 80 miles away at certain times, and there have been reports of LS 
DX from as far away as 700 miles. IS 1s caused by cloud=to~clond lightning 
discharges which briefly ionize the air around the actual "bolt" of olectric- 
ity. his short-lived ionized area scatters VHF and UHF signals much in the 
game manner as a meteor trail does, It should be kept in mind that this 
takes place at a much lower altitude (30,000 fect or lower) than meteor scat~ 
ter ionization, which occurs in the E layer at around 50 miles above the 
earth. LS does affect the FM band, and of course presents even mre of a 
challenge to identify in that range than MS does. A good FM yagi and recei- 
ver should do the trick. LS bursts have been noted by TV Dxers on channel 2 
as well, so even lowband VHF TV is subject to this propagation. A good way 
to check for possible LS conditions is to listen to local weather radar ro~ 
ports froma local TV station or the weather service broadcasts on VIP avail- 
able in many regions, When you lmow that heavy electrical storm activity is 
taking place in an area 100 to 200 miles away, pointing your Dx antermas at 
the storm area may produce some LS results. Check UNF first, if you have a 
good UHF TV DX antenna. If the activity is heavy, results may be found on Fit 
and highband VIF TY as well, though only CCI bursts my be seen on highband 
TV, unless those channels are "wide open" in your region.

Qi "Why don't Tv and FM Dxers all use 300 ohm open-wire lead in? TI under 
stand this haa the lowest losses of any kind of lead in made, and is great 
for UHF especially." 


A: Tho specs for open-wire lead in, which is sometimes called open lino, 
always look much better on paper than they turn out to be in practical use. 
To some oxtent, this is true of all types of lead in; however, open-wire lead 
in has some major disadvantages. ‘There is no insulation on tho conductora, 
the only thing between them is air, which is ultimately the best inaulating 
materiel to use between them--but only under ideal conditions. In order to 
maintain the 300 ohm impedance, the conductors rust at all times be kept at 
the correct relative spacing, usually about 4 inch. In open-wire lead in, 
this is done with spreaders every six inches or so. This means that this 
type of T-line has to be very carefully installed. Tnstallation is made oven 
more difficult by the fact that it should not be allowed to bend in a sharp 
curve, and should be kept well away from metal, with the use of specdally~ 
made standoffs often necessary. It is very susceptible to corrosion, and if 
placed near vegetation, can be rondered ineffective by nothing more than a 
wet leaf across the conductors! In spite of all these disadvantages, you 
might want to experiment with it, if you are very careful about how you in~ 
Stell it, because the specs are very inviting often 1ess than 0.5 dB loss 
por 100 feet at 100 MHz, and only dB loss for the same length at 1000 Miz! 


Q: "Is there some other way to install coax without having to use F-type 
connectors? I have a lot of trouble using them." 


A: Most TV and FM signal accossories such as traps, preamps, splitter/ 
combiners, etc., that are of interest to the TV/FN DXer are now designed to 
be used with coaxial cable. Thus, 


you really can't got along without Ceres ai 
F-type connectors these days, and suave — eh 
because of the convenience they fern CaRG 
offer, you really should take time vances 


to learn how to install them prop- 
erly. One way to do this is to 
practice on leftover pieces of any Paar 
coax you might have lying around 
ina junkbox. For RG=59U type coax 
(commonly used by FM DXera, and by

Florida's John Combs is being a media activist along with his DXing. He's called on WQHL 98.1 
Live Oak FL and directed them to give legal calls on the hour, instead of always calling selves "FM- 
98," and he's called WQLM92.7 to complain about their being on 92.9 (the engineer there admitted to 
not having a frequency check for quite some time). He also heard WKLT 97,7 Kalkaska MI, on air! 
WOMC 104.3 Detroit heard with Italian; a new format for them? Both WMNF *88.5 Tampa and now 
WDNA 88.9 Miami are off the air. John is also gonna complain to WTLN-FM 95.3 Apopka FL for 
leaving their carrier on all night! And WSWF 107.2 Lehigh Acres claims to give a legal i.d. ina 
Jingle once per hour, but John has not heard this jingle with the legal i.d., and he's about to open 
fire against that station—more power to you, John! (WQLM 92.7 is in Punta Gorda FL.) 

New public FM stations are planned for Camden ME, Portland ME (a public-access station, 
probably another slow-to-build station like Nora Blatch *90.7 New Ozleans and WMNF Tampa), and 
another in Concord NH, says antenna artist Rod O'Connor. Peter Sawatzky claims WERG Erie has 
been heard on 89.5, instead of their supposed-to-operate-on frequency of 89.9, but he's checking 
further. He heard a "KOYR" 92.5 on skip, but my data show nothing like that. 

The Cleveland Public Library is buying WBOE *90,3 from the schools, and it will be operational 
by the end of the year. New calis applied for WCPL. 

WEMT-FM 98.7 Chicago will become the nation's first radio superstation, going on the-satdllite, 
RCA's Satcom I 24 hours per day, piggyback on the WGN-TV uplink at Lake Geneva WI. The classical 
format of WFMT-FM will give it an unique appeal to many cable subscribers, and will help WFMT-FM 
sell advertising, particularly mail-order ads (FM Atlas ?). 

Richard Wood would like the FM A@las to list stations whose transmitters are in a state or a 
province other than that of their city of license. I'm not going to promise that, but look for a lot of 
exciting changes in the next FM Atlas, when it is out, . 

KQRS-FM 92.5 Golden Valley will be carrying NBC's special new newscast, "The Source" for 
album-rock stations. I'll be watching to see if "The Source" qualifies for listing as a network. You 
will notice that I now recognize disco as a legitimate radio station format and music form in its own 
right, After studying the matter (doing more of that than actually listening to disco, as I am not a 
masochist), I concluded that disco with its pecularity of beat qualifies it as a distinctive and evolving 
musical form, unlike album-oriented rock$ or middle of the road, as opposed to beautiful music. 
Late summer is when stations like KQRS-FM are expected to move to the 800+" IDS tower, 

In Muncie,"WBST 92. 1back on regular schedule noon to midnight after complaints of interference 
to TV channel 6 have been resolved. KIQB 103.9 Coeur d'Alene ID was tadave.come an the air June 
4. "A horrid hillbilly station!" is how Ralph Strobel describes WKTA 106.9 McKenzie TN, with 
slogans used Including "Truckers Country Music, "Big Country Radio, "No. 1 Country." KVIL 
103.7, r, $, identifies as Highland Park-Dallas-Fort Worth, in thht order. 

Mark Lucas, an SCA Ustener, has a stereo tape of Muzak, sent from England, which is said to 
be of aa good quality as main-channel FM. It was dubbed off one of their masters, probably not with 
Muzak's approval. Al Ellis enjoys student FM stations from the U.S., and has heard WERG Erle, 
implying that they are on 89.9 as they are supposed to be. "This of course does little for WKSU of 
Kent OH close by in frequency (89.7); they do fortunately breakpast that useless CBC station in Wind- 
Sor (89.9) busily broadcasting the same stuff as CBC In Toronto and London's CBC outfit, We uns 
are golag to be fed Kulture if it kills us, it might, ifn we listen and most do not. This catering to 
Junk receivers by the idiots we have in Ottawa is beyond me. ., Four powerful FM stations all within 
200 miles is a bit too much...1 suppose fiddle players have to live, but off a record?" Phil Boersma 
says WJFM 93.7 Grand Rapids’ transmitter is at Gunn Lake, between GR and Kalamazoo, WSRX 
88.5 Allendale has given up going up to 1 kw from 10 watts. 

WJOI 93.7 Pittsburgh has its own background music, "Musicast," 24 hours without ID, The 
state whose radar detector prohibition was recently struck down was Virginia. In Chicago, Dialogue 
Publications is looking for a station to start a talking book service; thinking of WBEZ. According 
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to one source who wants to be unnamed, WXRT 93.1 Chicago modulates its SCA fully 13%, which 
Is above the 10% maximum the FCC permits sterco stat ions. He says they favor SCA at the 
expense of their main channel because "their main channel ratings are poor, and they make a large 
part of their money from their background music SCA service. Meanwhile WEFM 99.5 Chicago 
doesn't much care about their subcarrier, which they give just 7-8% of their total modulation. 
They also modulate their main carrier more densely, which is probably why their PRN comes 
through so poorly on the SuperSnooper." 

Another SCA listener notes that the audio quality of the Physicians Radio Network is good on 
both WGNA 107.7 Albany and WEVD-FM 97.9 New York, but "it's awful" on WDJF 107.9 Westport 
CT, WHET 105.9 "should be sold in a distress sale soon and should change calls to WUOK 
and become all Spanish. Also, I have not heard their Chinese SCA in a while, although the 
competing SCA on WRVR 106.7 is still cooking." Also expected to change call letters is 99.7 
Louisville KY, WCSN, now rock and nonfDing as "JJ-100." They want WKJJ-FM, 

A response came to my contest to sit on 102.3 and listen to the Fredericton-Saint John NB 
CBC station give its legal calls and cities of licence, with Pierre Daigle sending a tape with 
its complete sign off, which doesn't say much more than their regular hourly identification, 
translated, which would be: "CBAF ts CBC's French network of the Atlantic." He sent a quality 
7 1/2 Ips stereo tape, recorded at 513 km via tropo, with siga off occurring 0010 EST April 30, 
1979, 

Very interesting was a letter that I received from Gilles Courtemanche, P. Eng., director, 
Broadcasting Regulation Branch, Telecommunication Regulatory Service, Canadian Department 
‘of Communications, Ottawa, who said: 

",... The Department will soon gazette for public comment guidelines and regulations for the 
assignment and usage of call letters for identification purposes. ‘There are no mandatory 
procedures for FM station identification under existing regulations." 


So all you DXers, living on either side of the border and who expect to receive Canada FM 
stations, here is (or soon will be) your chance to comment to the Canadian DOCat 300 Slater 
Street, Ottawa, Ontario K1A 0C8, and perhaps effect.a change that would result in Canadian 
stations giving proper identifications at regular intervals, 

Also received were updated Canadian FM station lists, on-air and authorized, with the new 
data dutifully recorded on the preceding pages, notably under "facilities" and "call letters." 


David Walcutt sent a long article from the Houston Business Journal going into local radio 
formats, and the expanding audience for FM. The article noted how KRLY 93.7 went from 
album rock to disco, and how KFMK 97.9 has applied to change from religious to rock, which 
is being sold to the Marriott hotel and amusement park company. 


KJFF 106.9 Jefferson City made signal improvements, so KWWR 95.7 in Mexico Mo switched 
from middle of the road to country, alleges one of my correspondents. 


Andy Smith says the fate of WGTB +90.1 Washington DC still being decided. Probable license is 
the University of DC. There is a suit to retain the format by whomever gets license. Former 
WGTB staffers have formed a group to try to retain as much of the present format as possible. 
Their address: Friends of WGTB, Box 32370, Georgetown Station, Washington DC 20007. "When 
station went off the air, about 200 marched to FCC at 1919 M Street, N.W, chanting "GTB" and 
"Disco sucks." Andy points out that WPGC-AM-FM Morningside MD is owned by Magriolt Corp.

Q: "I have a programmable PSB scanner and am purchasing a VHF low/high and 
UEF ground plane antenna. I will be using this set up for PSB DXing. I was 
told to use RG-58U coax cable, but I hear RG-8U would be much better. What. 
about using TV coax such as RG-59U? Wouldn't it work just as well?" 


A: First of all, forget about using RG-59U for PSB DXing with a scanner; 

he majority of scanners on the market are designed for 50 ohm antenna inputs 
with Motorola-type plugs, and RG-59U is designed for use with 75 ohm equip- 
nent. While you might be able to adapt RG-59U to plug into your scanner's 
antenna input, there still would be an impedance mismatch. Although some 
might even argue that the mismatch wouldn't be too bad, it would not be good 
for DXing purposes. Since your antenna's impedance is designed to match 50 
ohm coax, you should use 50 ohm coax. The most commonly used coax for PSB 
monitoring set-ups is RG-58U; however, RG-8U would be a better choice froma 
DXer's standpoint, due to much lower losses. RG-58U has a loss of 3 4B per 
100 foot at 50 Miz. Low loss RG-8U has about 162 dB loss per 100 feet at the 
same frequency. On the VHF-high PSB frequencies, RG-58U will have a loss of 
more than 6 dB per 100'--compared to only slightly more than 2 dB for RG-8U. 
Losses are much more drastic on UHF, just as they are for TV lead in. On the 
UHF PSB channels above 70 MHz, losses for 100! of RG-58U are typically 18 dB 
and greater, compared with only about 5 dB for the same run of RG=6U! Thus, 
if you want to do some serious PSB DXing at high band VEF and above, you'll 
need good 50 ohm coax, such as RG-8U. The drawbacks of using RG~8U are that 
it is expensive (more than twice the price of an equivalent length of RG-58U) 
and requires an adapter to allow it to be plugged in to the scammer. How= 
ever, if you're looking for DX on the PSB frequencies, the lower loss of 
RG-8U coax is well worth the price, especially if there's a long run of coax 
between your scanner and antenna. With RG-58U, you could easily lose any ad- 
vantage that your antenna height cives you in DXing the higher bands.
